Paul, to appropre 
ate the sum of twenty-five thousand deb­ 
ars to the Milwaukee Industrial School 
bill provides the money shall be ex­

ounds and the erection of buildings 
thereon for the use ot the school. It is 
well known that there is a charitable 
institution 
in 
Milwaukee 
which 
bears the name of the Milwaukee Industri­ 
al School for Girls. It is the only institu 
Hon of the kind in Wisconsin. It is a sort 
of a private school, at least it ha9 been con 
sidered such, but it is worthy of being rec­ 
ognized by the State as a public institution. 
It is just such a school as Washburn spoke 
of in hi9 letter to Governor Smith when he 
ottered to give his Edgewood residence to 
the State. 
It has been very successful in 
caring tor and educating girls without 
homes and who m e in needy circumstan­ 
ces. 
It picks up that class of unfortunate 
ones who need reformatory influence it 
gives them shelter, food, clothing, kind at­ 
tention, and teaches them the ways of vir­ 
tue. What the school has done in this di­ 
rection commands the praise of every one 
interested in tile work ot the institution. 
Now the question is, “shall Washburn’s 
resideuce.be accepted, and $20,000 be ex­ 
pended in fitting up the building for the 
accommodation 
of 
50 
or 
75 
inmates, and not less than $10,000 an­ 
nually appropriated for its support? ’ or 
shall the State gUe the Milwaukee School 
$25,000 for a building which will accom­ 
modate more than twice that number ? 
Whichever plan is the cheapest and the 
best, should bo alopted. It is not a good 
thing to do to accept Washburn’s residence 
because it don't c oat anything to get it, if 
it won’t prove a profitable investment in 
the 
future. 
Because 
it 
is 
a 
gift, is no reason why the Sute should ac­ 
cept it. If the poor, friendless, and way­ 
ward girls eau be better cared for and with 
less expense, at the Iodustral School at 
Milwauke, the Washburn offer should not 
be accepted. In thi9 matter we express 
the sentiment of the Fonddu Lac Common 
wealth: “If Mrs. Wm. P. Lynde will do in 
the future what she has in the past if an 
appropriation is made tor the enlargement 
of the Milwaukee Industrial School, we are 
inclined now to think the amount asked, 
$25,000, should be granted. According to 
representation no annual appropriation is 
required—the $25,003 for enlargement of 
buildings ending the whole matter so far 
a* the State is concerned. We are satisfied 
that no persons in Wisconsin can manage 
a reformatory school as Mrs. Lynde and 
ber associates have managed the one at 
Milwaukee, and if the State can have relia­ 
ble assurance that everything will go on 
the same after an appropriation as it doe8 
now, we bay give the money asked for to 
Milwaukee.” 


FACTS ABOUT WARS. 


Janesville, Feb. let, 1873. 
Mr. Eoitob Gazette: - I n a discussion the oth­ 
er day with regird to the cost of the wars In the 
United States, and the number of battles fought, 
there was such a wide difference of opinion that 
I woald like to tee some statement that it relia­ 
ble 
Can yon give me sdj such Information ? 
Also which General fought and won the most bat­ 
tles.

The total cost of all the wars in the 
United States is placed by the War De­ 
partment at 3 billion and 308 million dol­ 
lar. The amount is divided up &9 fol­ 
lows : War of the Revolution, 135 millions; 
war with Great Britain rn 1812, 107 mil­ 
lions; Mexican war, 6C millions; and war 
Of the Rebellion, 3 billions. 
The number of battles fought during the 
Rebellion, including skermishes in which 
at least IOO were killed and wounded, is 
reported at 314. la the war of T2, there 
were 83 battles and skirmishes, and in the 
Revolution about 43. It is interesting to 
note that of this number, Washington 
fought but six and lost two ot them. Grant 
baa fought and won more battles than any 
other American General, but we can not 
now give the exact number. 


The Committee on Invalid Pensions in 
the House of Representatives has reported 
a bill grantioi pensions to certain soldiers 
of the Mexican, Florida, and the Black 
Hawk wars. The bill is in substance the 
one passed by the House in January, 1877• 
With the exception of the fifth section t 
which repeals that section of the revised 
statutes prohibiting the payment of a pen­ 
sion to any one who participated in the 
Rebellion. About $1,500,000 will be re­ 
quired to meet the payments mentioned in 
tbe bill. The number of enlistments en­ 
rolled in the volunteer army of the Mexi­ 
can war was 73,000 mea. There have been 
pensioned as invalids of the Mexican war 
11,000 m*n, and the committee is of the 
opinion that not more than 6,000 or 7,000 
soldiers of that war are surviving witnout 
pensions. The whole number covered by 
the bill is estimated at 13,400. These will 
secure a pension at the rate of $8 per 
month.

The opinion is current that the report 
of the revisers of the statutes will not be 
aecepted at tins session. The work is in 
such a condition that its adoption will hard­ 
ly be a credit to the State. The brains of 
the revision committee or the commission, 
do not seem to have been equally distrib­ 
uted among the three members. Col. Vi­ 
as, one of the best lawyers in the State, 
and a man eminently lit for the task im 
Yoscd upon him, has devoted as much time 
to the revision as his large practice would 
permit, but not as much as the case de­ 
manded. 
Under the circumstances, what 
work has been done eau not be called sat* 
isfactory. At least this is the report from 
a very trustworthy source. 


A bill has been introduced in the Senate 
making it unlawful for any person to en­ 
gage in the business of dentistry for com 
pensation in this State unless he is armed 
and equipped with a diploma from a fac­ 
ulty of some dental college, or has been in 
the practice of dentistry in this State for a 
period exceeding five years. If he has no 
diploma, and has not been a practitioner 
for five years in Wisconsin, the bill pro­ 
vides that if such a person attempts to 
practice, he shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be punished by imprisonment In the 
county jail, not more than six nor less than 
two months, or by fine of not less than $50 
nor more than $200.

Previous to the execution he 
made an acknowledgment of the crime 
and expressed repentance. The Covington 
Light Guard aud a strong police force were 
on duty, and excellent order prevailed. 
Malone, N. Y.t Feb. I.—Joseph Wood* 
was hanged here to-day for the murder ot 
Stephen Woods. J ust before the noose was 
adjusted he thanked those who had been 
kind to him, aud said : “I don’t know how 
to make a speech, and I am not going to 
make one.” About 200 persons were ad­ 
mitted toto the jail to witness the execu­ 
tion, but large numbers viewed the spec­ 
tacle from overlooking buildings, on the 
roofs of which accommodations for sight­ 
seers bad been arranged. 
St. Louis, Mo., Feb. I —William Wein­ 
ers, who shot and killed A. V. Lawrence, 
barkeeper in the saloon ot the Theater 
Comique, early on the morning|of Jan. 29, 
1877, was hung in the jail yard between 8 
and 9 o’clock this morning, in the presence 
of only a few spectators, most of idem be­ 
ing 
newspaper 
and professional men. 
Weiners was a big. brutal, fellow, and act­ 
ed as what they call a “bouncer” at the 
Theater Comique, a varieties show of not 
first class reputation, aud had some quarrel 
with Lawrence about a woman alleged to 
have been Weiners’ wife. At 8 o’clock be 
came out of bis cell with Fathers bhea and 
Braun,

naries were gone through with, City Mar­ 
shal Mason and other officials headed th* 
procession and the whole party passed to 
the jail yard, and ascended the scaffold. 
Prayers were then made by Fethers Braun 
and Shea, after which Weiners made a 
brief speech, in which he admitted the 
killing of Lawrence, but said that the act 
was not done in cold blood; that he was 
crazed with liquor, and he warned all men 
against whisky and bad associations. 
He 
forgave everybody, and wished to be for­ 
given by all, and hoped his death w ouldst 
Happy. 
Toe culprit* arm ’s and legs were 
then bound, the black cap adjusted, the 
last word spoken, and at 8:20 o’clock the 
drop fell. The fall was seven feet, and 
death was almost instantaneous. In fifteen 
minutes the body was cut down, and the 
crowd dispersed.

The object ot this is to give an excuse to 
England to send her fleet up to Constanti­ 
nople, and, unless the armistice is kno wn to 
be signed by the time the supplementary 
vote of credit for A‘c,000,000 is reached, it is 
expected that the fleet'will De ordered to 
Constantinople at once. 
England and Austria have taken exactly 
the same course with regard to peace con­ 
ditions, though acting entirely independent 
of each other, and Russia has therefore 
consented to refer all questions affecting 
European interests to the Great Powers. 
Whether these questions will be set­ 
tled by these Powers through a Congress, 
or through separate negotiations with each 
Cabinet, has not been determined, but it 
is likely that a Congress will assemble in 
Vienna or Berlin. 
The action of Greece in beginning hos­ 
tilities tends to fcomplicatc the situation. 
Many of the best informed politicians bere 
believe that the signing of the armistice 
comes too late, and thui the greatest diffi­ 
culty is yet to be met.

tenders, $349,110,424. The payments made 
from the Treasury by warrants dunug the 
month of January, 1878, were as follows:

$778,024; total, $11,197,832.18. The above 
does not include payments made on ac­ 
count of interest on principal ot public 
debt of the United States.

question: “ Was the plaintiff's iDjurv caus­ 
ed by a rocket set fire to by tbe haud of 
the defendant, or one accidentally touched 
off by sparks emitted from tbe rocket fired 
by defendant ?” and the very intelligent 
bulwark of our liberties, after giving it 
prayerful consideration, answered “No.” 
This response reminds U9 of one given at a 
gathering of our Irish fellow citizens, call­ 
ed to devise measures to evade the liquor 
law. Several dealers in the ardent made 
short speeches, and without any attempt at 
oratory offered a number of practical sug­ 
gestions. Finally one Hibernian, who was 
considerably excited by two free indul­ 
gence in his own wares, arose and address­ 
ed tbe assembly. His eloquence was of 
the robust kind, and his appeal a very im­ 
passioned one. Gradually he worked his 
audience up to a pitch of frenzy on a level 
with his own, and their ^responses became 
frequent and decidedly cheering. 
Finally 
he reached the climax, and with distended 
nostrils and face as fervent as bis rhetoric, 
shouted with a rich brogue, “Are we free­ 
men or slaves ?” Amid a universal shout 
of “ YVe are! We are! 
We are!” the 
speaker sat down. 


SNOW STORM . 


Widespread Devastation with Sacrifice of 
Life—The Wind and the Waves. 


New Y'ork, Feb. I.—1The snowstorm con- 
t.nued with unabated ( vigor through the 
night, but moderated this morning. Trav­ 
el, however, is difficult, and cars are much 
delayed. Tho St. Louie express, oyer the 
New York Central road is reported, from 
Poughkeepsie, eight hours behind time. 
At Far Rockaway, the long,low beieh was 
9 wept by The wind ana waves, and several 
summer resorts were carried to sea, while 
others were much injured. 
The wash-out 
on the Long Branch division of the New 
Jersey Central roads, precipitated a train 
from the track, and the engineer, John 
Bateman, was killed, and the fireman in­ 
jured. 
Along the New Bogland coats the 
storm was very severe. 
Boston reports that a severe northeast 
snowstorm, which began at 4 p. rn. yester­ 
day, c mtinues up to noon to-day. Owing 
to the high wind, drifts from six to ten feel 
high, in the streets, have already suspend­ 
ed travel. 
The storm prevails a with 
severity 
throughout New Hampshire and Maine, 
where immense drifts block the railroads 
and highways. 
Three or four passenger trains on the 
Boston aud Albany Railroad are stuck rn 
drifts At Washington. Borne are fourteen 
hours behind time, due at Pittsfield. 
Buffalo telegrams that all stock trains 
going East have been abandoned.

Senate lobby. And now this formerly pas­ 
sionate politician and fire eater is as gentle 
as a sucking dove, and looks like a saint. 
He is a good Republican, and an advo­ 
cate of generous treatment for the negro.

The Hangman’s Work for 1877. 
The haogman’s record for the past year 
shows thai 83 murderers were banged in 
tbe United States. 
Of this number 47 
were white, 34 colored, I Indian and I 
Chinaman; 4 were banged for indecent 
assaults, I tor burglary, 8 tor wite-murder, 
tor filicide and I for fratricide. There 
were three double executions, one gripple, 
two quadruple, and one in which six men 
were hanged. Not a single woman was 
hanged; the only one sentenced to death, 
Mrs. Louisa Lawsar, of Virginia, had her 
sentence commuted to imprisonment for 
life by the Governor. 
Friday still main­ 
tains its reputation in the black list as the 
favorite day on which to enforce the 
death penalty, more murderers having 
hanged on that day than on all the other 
days of the week combened. 
Forty-seven 
murderers were hanged on Friday, 17 on 
Thursday, 8 on Saturday, 6 on Monday, 3 
on Tuesday ani 2 on Wednesday. There 
were 5 executions in January, 5 in Febru­ 
ary, 6 in March, 6 iu April, IO rn May, 15 
In June, l l in July, I in August, 5 in Sep­ 
tember, none in October, 9 in November 
and IO in December. Pennsylvania stands 
first in the line of States for the greatest 
number of executions during the past year, 
South Carolina being second. Tne execu­ 
tions were distributed among twenty-five 
States as follows:

In tact the subject 
of demand and supply is the loundation on 
which rests the whole structure of the 
commerce of nations, and in all transac­ 
tions ot whatever kind or commodity a 
true relation of one to the other must ex­ 
ist, in order to hold the equilibrium. 
Science and the inventive genius cf man 
is every day unfolding and IriDgiog out 
something new and useful for which be­ 
fore no demand existed, but for its useful­ 
ness and adaptability to the need ot art or 
manufacture, and the wants cf man a new 
market is at once created. 
Many such new products or compounds 
have been brought out during the past few 
years, pushing tneir way to a market, uutil 
we have asked ourselves the question 
“How did we get along without it, and 
what will be the next new and useful thing 
under the sun ?” 
Natural causes beyond our control some­ 
times result in the production of an over­ 
abundance. This ie true in relation to 
many or most of all agricultural products. 
But this same nature soon restores the 
equilibrium by a lack in other localities or 
a general lack the next year. And here

We are all aware of the fact that causes 
have existed which stimulated and in­ 
creased the production of a commodity be­ 
yond an* legitimate demand, until such 
commodity was placed up in the market at 
a great loss to the manufacturer. 
Again there are products requiring ski! 
and capital to produce, which are control! 
ed by wealthy companies or combinations 
who have it in their power to regulate the 
supply to the average demand of the mar­ 
ket; and the price to a certain protlt or 
percentage above the coat to produce. 
lo this way monopolies oppressive have 
beeo created until legislative enactments 
have been sought to control the one and 
protect the other. 
It is also true that cHumidities and pro­ 
ducts in portions of the World which were 
supposed to be the only places that could 
produce them, have been in a great meas­ 
ure surpcrceedeJ by the same productions 
bat from localuies where circumstances 
were more favorable to its production. 
You and I, gentlemen, have oiten beard 
it asserted that the Slates of New York and 
Ohio were the only dairy regions where 
good butter EDd cheese could be produced 
in the United Slates, and many of us when 
we fettled in Wisconsin, w rote thus to our 
friends in the East. And so Switzerland 
aud Geneva thought al one time thai they 
could supply the world with watches, but 
our Centennial Exhibition taught them 
the fact that we could make a watch 50 
per 
cent. 
better 
than 
theirs 
at 
50 per cent. le*s cost, and New York peo­ 
ple and the rest of the world that Wiscon­ 
sin could produce just as good cheese at 
was ever made in old Herkimer county; 
and we know at a much less expense for 
teed and tor cows than in New York State, 
and consequently at a belier profit lo the 
dairymen. This then brings us more di­ 
rectly to the queolion assigned to me of 
over production of cheese in Wisconsin. 
We all remember ten or twelve years *«<* 
when the factory system was being inau­ 
gurated in this Slate that this same ques­ 
tion was put and doubts maintained by 
tome that 
the business would 
soon 
cease to be remunerative and it is not 
strange that those not well posted In the 
demand lo supply that these doubts should 
exist 
But a few facts only will be necessary to 
show each even, that their fears are 
groundless. The past four years, 1874-75- 
76 and 1877 represent the period of our 
I Tgeetexpectation, and taking the pur­ 
chasing value of gold into account, the past 
year has been the most remunerative to the 
cheese dairymen of any in the history of 
this brancti of American industry. This 
fact, then, is coe answer to my question. 
And whatever may be the result of uver 
production in the future, I think Wiscon­ 


sin need have no fears as to'dau/m g being 
a profitable investment. 
It has been already shown, and the tact 
is true to all observers, that we can pro­ 
duce cheese cheaper than in the Eastern 
States, and it was stated by H r. Smith, I 
think, last winter, that we 
coaid ship : 
cheese from Sheboygan county to New j 
York cu r at less expense per pound than 
from Western New York to that city. 
Again, another fact: The quality of our t 
cheese has attracted and challenged the at- I 
tention of our English buyers and consum­ 
ers, and their agents are already taking 
our cheese from Chicago direct to London j 
and Liverpool at about the same rate as 
from New York to Philadelphia. And oar ; 
Eogliah cousins and Scotish neighbors find 
that their carrow farms cannot produce 
cheese as cheaply as they can buy it of us. 
Besides as au article ol food ait has beeo 
demonstrated that in no way can the dif­ 
ferent elements so necessary to human life 
be sn condensed and so easily transported 
and kept intact as lo a pound of cheese, 
and it is being more and more used as an 
article of food. There baa beeo, there may 
be, and perhaps always will he an oyer 
supply of a poor article, and this will stim­ 
ulate us to produce better until perfection 
is attained ; and it costs no more to pro­ 
duce a pound of good cheese than it dots a 
pound of poor. 
When Henry Disten commenced the 
manufacture of saws in Philadelphia a few 
years ago, he determined to make the best 
saw that could be made, and the result is 
that Disten «fc Son's saws are known now 
in the old country and here as the best made 
in the world. 
The poor are driven from 
the market, and their place supplied by a 
cheaper and much better article than Shef- 
field ever produced. 
Let our association in the future, as in 
the past, discourage the practice followed 
in other Statep, of making a low grade of 
cheese by part or whole skimming. 
And 
let Wisconsin dairymen and factory men 
be stimulated to produce the best. 
Let us 
manufacture, if possible, an American 
cheese with some peculiar flavor which 
shall create a demand like some of the fan­ 
cy cheese imported to this country. If it 
be a sage cheese, as I see some of of our 
New Ungland people call for (and which is 
now quoted two cents higher per pound in 
the market). Let us make that, and it nec­ 
essary let us make them in new' forms or 
more attractive style, and if by so doing we 
can create a greater demand for a cheaper 
and more healthy article ot food then we 
have benefitted ourselves and our fellows; 
they leaping the blessings and wt the pro­ 
fits. •

The Money Borrowed in the World in 
1877. 
Borrowing wa*3 done on a grand scale in I 
1S77. 
A Belgian statistician has compiled ' 
a list of the issues made in various coun­ 
tries et the world, and sets down the total 
amount a* $1,580,975,000, against $725,000- 
000 in 1876, and $^9,000,000 in 1875. Of 
this enormous amount, $1,154,650,000 was 
borrowed by goveiaments, National, 8tate 
and municipal, and the balance by railway 
and industrial companies and institutions 
of credit. The excess of the world’s bor­ 
rowing last year over that of previous years 
was mainly due to the conversion loans of 
the United States. The French loans have 
amounted to $375,000,000, over two-thirds 
of which have been issued by railway and 
industrial c mpanies. 
The large loans of 
Russia were paid chiefly in the paper 
money which tile Government itself has 
issued.

CHAMBERLAIN'S FARMING. 
From the Country Gentleman, 
Mr. M. IT. li&leham in an "article, guile 
too complementary, in your issue of Jan. 
17tb, giving some statistics of my farming, 
make* several mistakes in memiry, of 
which there are some that should be cor­ 
rected: 
I. He makes me sell a ton of timothy 
hay to buy half a ton of shelled corn. But 
for seven years, prime has hay averaged 
more per ton in Cleveland than shelled 
corn. And in 1S74, b a y sold as high as $36 
to f 39 per ton for several weeks, while 
shelled corn sold at the elevator for 11 * to 
$19. I call it poor financiering to cx- 
cange a ton of timothy for half a ton of 
coni : bot good to exchange ton for ton ; 
and extra good to sell a ton of timothy, 
and with the cash buy two tons ct shelled 
corn, aa I have done. Tne point is to u-e 
the cheapest feed, whether raised on the 
farm or not. 
2. He makes my tile draining co9t $70 
per acre. 
It cost two of my neighbors 
near]}* that; but in 1877,1 drained 12 acres, 
laving the drains two rods apart and 2}4 
feet deep, for $23 per acre. 
The m alii 
drains were 4-inch tt[p, and th# laterals 2- 
lccb. This estimate included freight on 
tile, brought 32 miles, and the wages and 
board ot men. The work was chiefly done 
with a tour-horse team, with no expensive 
machinery. 
3. Mr. Bateham says I have supported 
my family handsomely, greatly improved 
my farm, and Amado a handsome profit. 
But he forgets to state what I told him, 
that for the first eight years I steadily sunk 
money for Improvements, labor and living 
expenses, overrun the actual farm receipts, 
largely at first, and gradually less, till now 
the income largely exceeds expenses. The 
land at first was impoverished, and teDces 
aud barns almost worthless. It.was a slow 
and expensive work to bring the farm up 
to Its present condition, and it will take a 
long time to pay the debt incurred.

Wisconsin Matters. 
Prairie Farmer 
I have just returned from a three days 
session ot the Minnesota State Horticultur­ 
al Society at Kjchester, one of the thriv­ 
ing cities of that State. Tne attendance 
was large, and the interest manifested on 
the subjects of trait and forest tree grow­ 
ing, aud sugar-ciue culture in the North­ 
west, wa9 unusually great. Fine speci­ 
mens of potatoes, crab and standard ap­ 
ples (of the latter the Wealthy took the 
lead,) canned fruit, aud sorghum sugar and 
syrup, were on exhibition. The society is 
flourishing, and is taking a great interest in 
the setting of forest trees In tne large tree­ 
less prairies of their State, which is a move 
in the right direction. A very able and 
valuable paper on this subject was read by 
L. B. Hodges. It contained many good 
suggestions. Resolutions were also offered 
in lavor of a new timber or forestry act. 
The cultivation of a species of sugar-cane 
called the early amber—particularly adapt­ 
ed to Minnesota and Wisconsin, or indeed 
the whole Northwest,—is receiving con­ 
siderable attention, of which the manufac­ 
tured articles of both sugar aud syrup 
were very fine. They still have hopes of 
raising apples, bal seem inclined to place 
greater reliance on the new varieties of 
Minnesota crabs, than on standards. They 
place the Duchess and Wealthy at the bead 
of the list, and only recommend them for 
general cultiyation. They 
recommend 
other hardy varieties tor general trial. The 
society elected Thurman M. Smith presi­ 
dent, and Chaa. Y. Laey, secretary, for the 
ensuing year.

Cooking Food. 
I read with interest the article on page 
823, by E. W. S., about cooking food for 
animals. We steam all cur food, and find 
great benefit as well as economy lh food in 
so doing. Where coal is ae cheap as it i9 
here, selling tor $1.25 per ton delivered, 
and less for slack or fine coal, it proves de 
cidedly profitable. In feeding cattle with 
corn fodder in the bundle in yards, or even 
in stables, as done here, forty to fifty ehocks 
are required per head for wintering, be­ 
sides which, they are fed cora in the ear. 
By steaming the’food, made up in the pro­ 
portion of one bushel of meal to 49 bush­ 
els of cut feed, we require but 20 to 22 shocks 
per head. A shock here is usually 12 hills 
sqaare. Atter weaning our calves in Oc­ 
tober, we began making butter on a small 
scale, the cows Tanning in lair pasture, 
with all the good timothy hay they would 
eat, morning and evening, and a ration of 
meal at milking. 
From Oct. 15th to Nov. 15, we made 79 
pounds of butter. About Dec. 1st we be­ 
gan feeding steamed food, and gave less 
meal at milking than with the hay, mak* 
mg the total amount of meal about the 
same, .there being tome in the steamed 
food. From Noy. loth to Dec. 15th, we 
made 106 pounds of butter from the same 
cows. I attribute the increase SDlely to the 
steamed food.
